He offered
four times the original amount this time
and the scheme developed so &s to incinde =
great central builalng, containing the main
reference library and the Oaklund distriet
library, a large music hall with concert
oruan, an art gallery with a soparate $1,000,-
000 Tor its maintenance, a muoseum wnd
headquarters for the wurious societies of
the Academy of Scitnce and Ars; and,
in addition, five or six district Iibrary bufld-
ings, practically independent of the centrul
library and each sufficient for the center of
Ecpnlltiun in whioh it should be pilsced.

he total donation is now $2,100,000, condi-

000a year lor maintaining the libraries
and bufldings. There is no single Institu-
tion in the world of the same scope as this,

Musicdoving persons (and music has more
votaries than any other fineart—than almost
Any other distinet object of human interest)
bave much concern in this great institute.
An adequate hall and organ are what
musical Pittsburg most needs. The future
of the Mozart Club and the Art Society, our

most valuable musienl organizations,
is oconfessedly planned in reliance
upon this bullding. Only by its aid

is there any apparent possibility of
forming the much-desired permanent or-
chestra. The only of the library al-
ready provided is the Karl Merz Musical
Library now awaiting its final location in
that building. Still other elements of great
importance to musicul Pittsburg are strong
probabilities in connection with the Car-
negle bulldings. Unquestionably there will
be there provided within a few yearsa great
wvarlety of the most enjoysble and beneficial
musie lor the thuusands of people who now
Eirong o the same place to hear only open
air and band concerts.

1t does seem curious that anyone shoula
desire to lose these far-resching benefits, in
which the whols ple will sbare, for
reasons not at all afecting or lessening the
actual publio ussfulnesa of the project,

Take it from the most extreme point of
view. Bupposs Mr. Onrnegle wo huve ob-
tained his wealth 7 means that morally
amount to robbery of his workingmen. Sup-
pose he has no other object in view than his
own personal glorification. Two million
one hundred thounsand dollars out of his
pocket can do just as muoh good as from
any other source; indeed, it would be a pub-
lic benefit toget suoh a summ out of his
hands. How can the waxe worker object to
weaken his supposed arch-enemy by taking
FL100,000 that might be used against him
and putting it where it will do him good?

Certain possessors of great wealth in the

t have sought self-glorification by ereot-
P:,:ngly. useless monuments of one kind or
another, by practically throwing zreat sums
of money away. Itis at least fortunate for
the peopls, even if one thinks it no credit
to Mr. Carnegie, that thisvast sum of money
fs not to be thrown away bot put to good
use for the whole community—reatored to
its rightfal owners, if you prefer. The
veriest Conmunist eannot but be glad when
he sees some hated capitalist give to pubdlic
use & bigslice of the ill-gosten wealth whioh
the equally hated laws of property wouldl

Orf course Mr. Carnegie's gift has been
legally nccepted, the Schenley Park en-
trance has n acquired on the taith of
locating the central building there, the
money has been paid over and partly spent,
and other contraots made and rights ac-
crnad—all of whioh makes it in fact im-
possible to return the xift, even though
everyone soherly desired it.
